Operator Excellent Target. 

After several years of study the 
conclusion is that the man operating 
the hose, ordinarily an excellent tar- 
get. is usually shot within a few min- 
When the flammenwerfer falls 
to the groun dit is just as likely to 
spray the troops emploving it. 

There are great jets of flame and 
smoke, which sometimes get on the 
nerves of the defending troop, but 
by lying down the trenches they 
ure practicall fs sosenl, to the fire. 
Sharshooters. and machine gunners 
establishred beyond ihe range of 
flanie, as a rule, quickly end the at- 
tack. 

This does rot mean that the Amer- 
icans will not learn flammernwerfer. 
This weapon may be necessary ina 
few situations. But they will cer- 
tuinly not waste much time on it. 

The French and British are now 
discarding flammenwerfer. They 
prefer incendiary shells, which have 
much greater range and accuracy, 
with none of the drawbacks of the 
boomerang. It must be remembered 
that all these things were introduced 
into modern warfar eby Germans; 
the allies therefore want to dispense 
with them wherever possible.

While American infantry in Amer!- 
can-made trenches listens to the 
American shell fire roaring over- 
head, an American regiment. of nhi- 
cago engineers is at the front takin: 
over the railroads and communica- 
tions that will serve the area which 
will soon be known in the com- 
muniques as the American front. 

These newcomers have already 
taken over a part of two of France's 
best known railroads. They are all 
expert railroad men who volunteered 
in the middle west for the special 
engineer units.

Burglar’ s . Story of Police

Cummins Is Indicted 


Convict Frank Made His First Statement to As- 
sistant Attorney-General and a Post-

The first statement by George 
Frank, the burglar convict, whose 
remarkable story of an intimate re- 
lationship with Policeman Ray Cum- 
mins has occupied the attention of 
the grand jury for the last week, 
was made to Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral S. P. Howell and a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch in the office of the 
Attorney General in Jefferson City 
Aug. 20. 

Frank told that he had maintained 
an intimate personal friendship with 
Cummins during a period of more 
than six months, when he was rob- 
bing apartment houses in St. Louis 
and that he and Cummins frequent- 
ly discussed the neighborhoods in 
which he should operate, and that in 
return for a division of the proceeds 
of his robberies, Cummins offered 
to warn him if the Police Depart- 
ment obtained a good description of 
him and was “close on his trail.” 

Such warning was given on two 
different occasions, Frank said, and 
he gave Cummins money and many 
articles, jewelry. watches and revolv- 
ers stolen by him. 

Frank Tells of Mecting. 

In telling of first meeting Cum- 
mins, Frank said: 

“About the latter part of Novem- 
ber or the first part of December, 
1915, I was going to Mrs. Margaret 

‘’s with some stolen property. 
When I got about a block from the 
house, in front of Doc. Reis’ saloon 
at 3200 Park avenue, Mrs. —— and 
Mrs. called to me from across 
the street. I looked ucross and seen 
them with a man. As soon as the 
man came across I cuuld see he was 
connected with the Police Depart- 
ment. You cantell them. When we 
got to Mrs. ’s house they told 
him to go to the back part of the 
house and I stayed in the parlor. 
They served a few drinks and they 
asked me what I had and if I had 
what I had promised to get for them. 
I told them yes, but it didn’t look 
like a square deal to have a cop 
around the house in the business I 
was in,” 


After saying that the women told 
him Cummins was “all right’ and 
after being introduced to Cummins, 
Frank said: 

‘“*‘He told me I need never fear him, 
that it would not be long after my 
picture was in the Bertillon room 
that he would get it out. So after 
that we were together at Mrs. —-——’s 
house and went out together, went 
to cabarets and had good times. Most 
every time we went out there would 
be from $5 up that I had to give him. 
At times he would have me get him 
suits of clothes and he asked me for 
overcoats, revolvers, etc. 


Gave Articles to Cummins. 

“TIT gave him a revolver one night 
the night I robbed a house on either 
Von Versen or Clemens avenue, near 
Goodfellow. I got a sunburst of dia- 
monds and a little pair of opera 
glasses that when you looked 
through them you could see the altar 
of a cathedral. Thinking that might 
be a keepsake I wrote a note and 
signed it “Outcast” and sent it back 
to this address.

When 
Cummins called on him, he said, he 
told Cummins to go out to the flat 
and “take everything but the furni- 
ture.””

Asked by Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Howell if Cummius ever had 
warned him the police were looking 
for him, Frank sald:

In telling about the robbery of the 
home of Alessandro C. Broletti at 
4403 Olive street, the Italian Consul 
in St. Louis, Frank said that he gave 
Cummins three boxes of cigars, 10 
pairs of socks and a handsome ghav- 
ing mug obtained there. % 

Frank, describing Cummins’ vigits 
to his apartment at 3740 Olive street, 
said Cummins had his own key and 
came and went as he pleased, g@nd 
that he frequently carried out stolen 
articles in suit cases. This, he said. 
attracted the attention of the police- 
man on the beat and on one occasion 
the policeman followed Cummings 
onto a street car when Cummins 
was carrying a suit case full of 
stolen articles, but that he never 
heard anything further about It. 

“Cleaning Out the Fiat. 

After telling that he gave Cum- 
mins five stolen revolvers at differ- 
ent times, he said Cummins told him 
about ‘‘cleaning out the flat at 8724A 
Penrose street” after the arrest. He 
said: 

“He went that night, and the pass 
key would not work, so he had to go 
up the porch and up the back way 
and go through the bathroom win- 
dow to getin. He put the dog on the 
porch and took the articles I left, this 
underwear and silverware, etc., and 
as they were going out one of the 
neighbors wanted to know who it 
was. It was Ray Cummins, and 
when he came back, I said: ‘Did you 
make it?’ He said: ‘Yes.’ I said: 
‘Then it is a:! right to let them know 
where I live.’ I had so much that 
would incriminate me I wanted to get 
rid of that before I would let them 
know where I did l've. He told me 
he got it, but he got the best.” 

He said that later Sybil Brown, the 
girl who lived with him, saw two 
women with whom they and Cum- 
mins had been on friendly terms 
wearing clothing which had been In 
Frank's flat at the time he was ar- 
rested.

Burglac’s Story Brought Indictment 

Cummins was indicted on the 
strength of testimony given by 
George Frank, a burglar, serving a 
term in the Missouri Penitentiary, 
supported by the testimony of other 
persons whose names were supplied 
by Frank. Frank, before giving his 
testimony, made a statement to As- 
sistant Attorney-General 8. P. How- 
ell and a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he was on intimate terms with Cum- 
mins during a successful campaiga 
of house-breaking covering a period 
of more than six months, in 1916 and 
1916, in the proceeds of which he 
says Cummins shared. 

They were together almost nightly, 
Frank said, at saloons, cafes and 
cabarets, and he gave Cummitis 
money almost every night that they 
were out together. He became aé- 
quainted with Cummins, he said, 
through a woman living on St. Vin- 
cent avenue, with whom he had made 
an arrangement for the sale of 
stolen goods.

On Aug. 20 I paid my 
« German prison camp. 
the camp at Doeberitz, situated about 
eight miles west of Berlin, a sori 
of military camp with permanent 
Larracks. Some of these barracks 
were used for the confinement of 
>uch British civilians as the Ger- 
imans had arrested in the first days 
of the war. Only a few British were 
?emong the prisoners there. together 
with a number of Russian and 
trench. I was allowed to converse 
treely with the prisoners and found 
that they aad no complaints. 

As the war went on, however, a 
y.umber of British prisoners of war 
were made by the Germans during 
ihe course of the great retreat of the 
British in Northern France. Then 
officers and privates began to come 
into Germany and were distributec 
in various camps. Finally, in the 
autumn of 1914, the British Govern- 
ment decided on interning a great 
number of Germans in England and 
the German Government immedlate- 
ly, and as a reprisal, interned all the 
British civiflan men who, up to this 
time, had enjoyed comparative free- 
dom in Berlin and other cities of the 
empire 

The British civilians were shut up 
in a race track about five miles from 
the center of Berlin, called Ruhle- 
ben. This race track in peace times 
was used for contests of trotting 
horses, and on it were the 
grandstands and brick stable build-

HE mighty mind of Tolstoi Is 
revealed at work in the first 
volume of his dtary now o'v- 
he English-speaking world for 
the first time. The translator is Rese 
Strunsky.and this particular section 
of the diary covers the period frem 
1895 to 1899, during a large part of 
which he was at work on his novei, 
“The Resurrection.’ The entries are 
more or less sporadic, months some- 
times elapsing between the notes set 
down by the great philosopher.

The evolutfonary processes of the 
philosopher’s brain -are- apparel:t 
throughout the entries. A thought 
begins.to germinate and Tolstoi sets 
it down as it first came. Gradually 
it evolves into a powerful convic- 
tion consistently and securely built 
up by ratiocination, the convolutions 
of which lay bare before the reader. 
This process is repeated many tin:es. 
The journal appears to have een 
kept chiefly as a storehouse of 
thought rather than a record of 
events, and the great philosopher 
must have drawn upon its reserve of 
ideas constantly. 

The author's thoughts) on 
death, religion, faith, property, class 
distinction, government, love, mar- 
rfage and sex are recorded frankly 
and fully. It is said that he attached 
great importance to his journals, re- 
garding them as true mtrrors of his 
inmost self.

‘Instance, even more important to New York,

| The hearings so far may seem unprofitable to

Arguments for some of its features have struck 
false notes calculated to close ears to less objec- 
One such note is the ridiculous 
pretense that the company, in consenting to fran- 
chise renewals, has done so reluctantly, after de- 
feat in a struggle with a merciless bargainer; that 
the tentative valuation is very low instead of very 
high; that in accepting it the company is sacri- 
ficing rather than gaining millions. 

The benefits to the company in the arrange- 
ments are very ubvious, much more so than those 
to the city.

A fair and reasonable compromise is not to be 
opposed. The hearings should make an exhaustive 
showing on the respects, if any, in which the or- 
dinances depart from a fair and reasonable ar- 
rangement, and should be largely attended.

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SAUCE FOR GOOSE AND GANDER. 

» The Rev. George W. Allison's open letter to 
Mayor Mollman of East St. Louis, as given out 
for publication; seems to be an adequate reply to 
Corporation Counsel Sullivan’s sneer that the 
East Side clergymen who demanded the Mayor's 
resignation are “dupes and tools who think every- 
body else is as simple as they are.” 

An unprejudiced reading of the correspondence 
between Mollman and the Minister leaves the im- 
pression that Mr. Allison has carried off the hon- 
ors in a way that scarcely bespeaks simplicity on 
his part. 

Displaying not the slightest trace of rancor or 
prejudice, the pastor’s letter shows that he re- 
fuses to be drawn away from the actual point at 
issue. He reminds the Mayor that when certain 
policemen were made defendants in grand jury 
indictments, he forthwith suspended them. Why, 
then, he asks, should not the Mayor suspend him- 
self when he, too, is made defendant in a grand 
jury indictment growing out of an investigation 
into the same disturbances which caused the po- 
licemen to lose their jobs? Relentlessly he pushes 
the point home when he continues: 

What right or pledge have we to expect a 
better service from you than you would ex- 
pect from those you suspended? If you were 
justified in the suspension of the police offi- 


cers, why are you surprised at such resolution 
as was adopted by the Pastor's Alliance. 


But Mr. Allison does not_stop there. Hig dis- 
passionate answer to the plea of Mollman’s sup- 
porters that the Attorney-General and the grand 
jury, which were instrumental in bringing the in- 
dictments, were playing politics is, to say the 
least, convincing. After all it is not the Attor- 
ney-General or the grand jurors who are on trial, 
but Mayor Mollman himself. The question is not 
whether anybody is playing politics, but whether 
Mayor Mollman was derelict in his duty to pre- 
vent the murder of scores of innocent men, wom- 
en and children in East St. Louis. 

The members of the Pastors’ Alliance may be 
“tools” and “dupes” and “simple,” as Mr. Sulll- 
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van remarked or they may not. But they certain- 
ly are not to be despised, if all of them are like 
Mr. Allison, when it comes to epistolary polemics.

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THE PEOPLE’S FOOD. 

The critical situation with regard to the St. 
Louis milk supply, due to the determination of the 
milk producers to increase the wholesale price 
from $2.20 to $3.50 per hundred pounds, is but 
part of the food and fuel problem that confronts 
the people on account of war conditions. 

Fuel Administrator Garfield foresees trouble 
with regard to coal; and warns the consumers to, 
practice economy. The city of Denver is going 
into the coal business and has leased mines, in 
order to supply its poor with coal at cost. 

But what is St. Louis to do if, as threatened, 


suggests a municipal farm. But this would only 
supply the city’s institutions with mlik. The poor, 
and especially the babies, must suffer. The babies 
will sicken and die, unless the mothers can buy 
enough milk at reasonable prices. 

The production and handling of food and fuel 
are not public services in the sense that railroad 
transportation is. The farmers, dairymen, mine 
owners, and coal dealers, do not have to apply for 
franchises before they are permitted to produce 
and handle food and fuel. But their responsibil- 
ity is as great or greater. Farmers and mine 
owners are given the privilege of using land. 
Dealers, wholesale or retail, have the privilege of 
using the roads and streets. And all receive pro- 
tection at the hands of society. Upon their faith- 
ful, reasonable service the people must depend for 
existence and comfort. 

The milk producers and dealers of the territory 
that supplies St. Louis depend upon the people of 
this city for their livelihood and their profits. 
They cannot afford to act unreasonably and in a 
spirit of mere greed towards their customers. The 
Post-Dispatch will expect them to come to an 
agreement that will be fair and just to all con- 
cerned. 


« A VALUABLE TIP. 
Excise Commissioner Mooney gave St. Louis 
County saloon keepers some good advice Friday. 


He told them that it would be wise on their part 


to conduct for themselves a campaign against | 


lawless saloons and warned them that if they did 
not do so they all would be put out of biisiness. 

The saloon has a great many enemies who-are 
constantly growing in power, but its worst enemy 
is that lawless liquor seller. His greed, his con- 
tempt of authority, his utter disregard of de- 
cency, his willingness to profit by the corrupti- 
bility of public officials have done more to swell 
the Prohibition ranks than all the arguments of 
the total abstainers. 

There is scarcely any other business in which 
those who are honest and law-abiding are not 
banded together to drive out the unfair and un- 
scrupulous competitor. There is no other business 
in which this can be done more successfully than 
in the saloon business. Saloon men everywhere 
are learning this, although the knowledge is 
rather belated. Mr. Mooney has given the County 
dramshop men a valuable tip. 
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THIRD-CLASS ANIMAL EEEPEBS. 

It need not occasion any great perturbation be- 
cause nobody at the City Counselor’s office can 
find anything in the charter or ordinances to dis- 
qualify an enemy alien as a third-class animal 
keeper. It would be better, of course, if all enemy 
aliens had become citizens, including third-class 
animals keepers and all other holders of city 
jobs. But it is not past belief that a third-class 
animal keeper who has been neglectful of his 
citizenship privileges may still be a very excellent 
and painstaking third-class animal keeper. 

In other words, there is nothing necessarily in- 
compatible between alien allegiance and caring for 
the comfort of even the highly-prized elephant, 
Jim, of our zoo. 

It has not been intimated that the Kaiser de- 
sires the life of our Jim or that Keeper Tanzer, 
whose eligibility was impugned by the Efficiency 
Board, would do anything to Jim, no matter what 
the Kaiser’s wishes might be. And since Jim’s 
welfare is the only thing at stake, that seems 
pretty well to settle the entire question. 

Of course, it is unfortunate that Tanzer can’t 
vote to continue the administration in power, but 
on the other hand a very good voter might make 
a very indifferent elephant tender. And it is not 
the Efficiency Board’s business to see that all 
holders of city jobs are voters. The Efficiency 
Board’s business is to see to it that all third-class 
animal keepers are good third-class animal keep- 
ers and that Jim is properly cared for. 
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YYALY’S AVIATION PROGRESS. 

Various stories of the wonderful progress in 
aviation made by the inventors and fliers of Italy 
are made credible by the news, in Thursday’s 
Post-Dispatch that Maj. Lopez, chief of Italy’s 
flying corps, made a flight at Norfolk, Va., of 650 
miles in eight hours, with 11 passengers. It is 
said that “the machine, in starting, makes a 
noise like a locomotive leaving a station with a 
string of freight cars, but when it gets its mo- 
mentum it sails evently and does not rock.” 

Maj. Perfetti, head of the Italian Aeronautic 
Commission in the United States, recently told 
us that air cruisers capable of carrying 25 per- 
sons and carrying a useful weight of close on five 
tons are in use by the Italian army. They go at 
a speed of more than 150 miles an hour, and one 
of them has flown without stopping from Turin 
to Naples, 920 miles, in about 10 hours. 

Meanwhile, America is not idle. The new Lib- 
erty motors, combining the most valuable fea- 
tures of American and European aeroplane en- 
gines, are America's contribution to the solution 
of the aviation problem, and especially to the 
great task of winning the war in the air, against 
Germany's fleets of swift and powerful airships. 

As soon as America and her allies can put into 
the air a preponderating number of fighting and 
bombing planes, the end of the war will be near. 
And they not go on errands of bloody re- 
prisal, as me American newspapers advocate. 
It will be sufficient if they gripple the enemy by 
fighting along the lines recognized by interna- 
tional law. 

One thing appears certain, that the war has

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SOCRATES ON AMERICAN RADICALS. 


66 AM very sorry that none of you got around 
ig the Agora last night to hear what I said 
about American radicals. It is a matter of 
which I have been thinking for some time, and I ex- 
pressed a thought which must have been more or less 
at large in most people’s minds ever since the war 
started. What I said, briefly, was that unless I am 
mistaken our American radicals have greatly impaired 
their usefulness by seeming to be unpatriotic. What 
precipitated my observation was the raid on the 
home of Prof. Scott Nearing. I didn’t recall that 
Scott, who is an old friend of mine, had been doing 
any specific thing in opposition to the Government; 
but knowing the trend of radicalism in the country 
today, I assumed that he had been up to something 
more or less characteristic of his kind. I sometimes 
regret very much that the radicals have not had some 
stabilizing mind among them to serve them at this 
time. They needed very much to be told that when a 
country goes to was its citizens are supposed to go to 
war with it. That is, the celebrated sentiment ‘‘My 
country—may it always be right; but right or wrong, 
my country!’’ expresses something that none of us 
can defy and retain the respect of our fellow country- 
men. There may be flaws in it; but it is folly to try 
to point them out. None of the great human passions 
responds to reason. 

**Unfortunately, our radicals did not see that. or 
were never warned that it is the case. At any rate, 
they began one after another persisting in radical 
opinions and holding odd views as soon as the war 
swept down on us, and today they are regarded as a 
proscribed class. No one seriously believes that they 
hold any institution in the country dear, or that they 
have the least respect for any of the means by which 
we have either achieved what we have or strive to re- 
tain it. This is a pity, for we had developed in the 
country, after a long period of acute want, a school of 
radicalism which was expressing some of our dost as- 
pirations. They were held in quite general respect, 
and exercised a broad educational function. One 
could scarcely go anywhere at all popular with the 
masses without hearing one of them speak, and their 
publications, almost all of which have been suppressed 
during the war for reasons so obscure that we are for 
the most part unable to judge them, had their place 
on the reading tables of thinking people all over the 
country. 

**What caused these people to make such an error 
of judgment is more than I can make out. It is a 
good deal like trying to analyze the motives of Sena- 
tors Reed and Stone. My guess is that not being 
quite sound in their philosophy, they developed exag- 
gerated ideas of the importance of both themselves 
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and the things for which they stood. That is an easy 
thing to do, and perhaps they are not the first group 
of radicals which has destroyed its usefulness in that 
very way. How much less in stature ate’ they all than 
the great philosophers, who have rallied to the flag 
in time of peril and tried to advance its ideals in time 
of peace! 

‘‘I am afraid unselfishness is not a distinguishing 
or outstanding trait among our American radicals. 
Lest the war eclipse them, they opposed it, only by 
that folly to be destroyed.’’
